Four gentlemen are nominated for the office of President of the 
Deputies in succession to the late Mr. H. 8: Q. Henriques.: It is an 
important position, perhaps, from many points of view, the most important 


ing personality to occupy it. Some of the names eof those who 
have filled it in the past go to show the value ascribed to it. To he 
called to a place once occupied by men like Sir Moses Menverione and 
Mr. Artucr Coney, K.C., is a signal honour involving deep responsibility, 
The recognition of that fact doubtless induced the Deputies to take time 
in deciding whom they should appoint, and not to hurry an election upon 
which so much may depend. Of the candidates before them we believe

Sit, -The controversy between Lord Swaythling and the majority of 
members of the Federation of Synagogues, is not.so much important in itseli 
as is the wider aspect presented by the fact that Lord Swaythling has 
tenaciously clung to the office of President of a body withthe most of whose 
members, one can safely say, he is entirely out of sympathy. 

it would seem that the only reason why Lord Sway thling hassoauxiously 
held on to a position which must have been distasteful to him in many ways 
lies in the fact that he has thereby been able to exercise an influence in the 
Jewish community much beyond his own personal deserts. What. howe er 
stri.es me as psychologically peculiar (in his and other cases) is the fact that 
outside the Jewish community he and others do not appeardéesirous of bornry 
known in the official capacities that are, apparently, so much thought of by 
them when among their own people. 

This psychological. problem is apparently not peculiar to Lord 
Swaythling. I find, on reference to “ Who's Who,” that his Lordship does 
not refer in any way to the fact that he is President of the Federation of 
Synagogues, but this applies equally to the President of the United Syna- 
gogue, who does not mentiou his office, and I find in far too many cases that 
other “ leaders” of the Jewish community fail. to give any indi-ation-of their 
Jowish affiliation or distinction in the particulars supplied by tuemselyes 
with their biographies in “ Who's Who.” j 3 

To take a third instance in another section of the Community, I would 
meutiou that a gentleman who held the office of Chairman of the Council of 
the West London Synagogue makes no mention of this, and the omission 
from his biegraphy of the interesting fact that he was at’ one time it 
Minister of that Congrégation indicates how little the honour js though: of 
by him.

By the death of Judah Cohen (“ Reb Yidel ” as he wae generally ealled) 
there passedt away a faithful and devoted communal servant, who brought 
great personal qualities to bear upon the discharge of his duties, which he 
ever accomplished with rare t.ct and exemplary efficiency. He was one of 
the chief Shoms+m of. the Board of Shechita, working under the direction 
of the Beth Jin in the supervision of Shechita and Kashruth, and he 
interpreted his‘dnties in this sacred cause in the widest possible sense. He 
never spared himeelf. From the early hours of the morning, long before 
the break of dawn. and late into the night, in all weathers and onder all 
cond pions, this faithful watchman would be seen roaming about the Jewish 
district, in the Aldgate market, in the vicinity of Jewish butchers shops and 
kasher manufacturers, radiating Jewishness wherever he went, admonihing 
aud encouraging, advising and helping in every direction. Strict and 
unde, iatiny iu principle and practice, he was at the same tune the embod 
ment of kindliness and sagacity. By the sheer force of his personality, 
with its transparent sincerity, unquestionable honesty, deep common-sense 
and cheerful ie, he compelled even the recalentrant into obedience of 
law.and order. He had a keen appreciation of the wider Jewish Weltpeliiek 
and the narrower sphere of commanal affairs. He discu-sed these with a 
naiveness of manner, vet penetration of intellect, charactenstic of 
the man. He would often solve a problem and explain a situation 
by a telling wittictam and an illuminating For. prer 
to his arrival. in this country, he was for a long time a resident of 
Palestine, working communally in Jerusalem itself and in the Jewish 
calonics in. an atmosphere which, as the Rabbis tell us, “makes wise.” 
Himself learned in the law, he was for many years a teacher of the Brick 
Lane’Palnmed Torah, and several of his pupils graduated into the Vestioa. bis 
Chaim. He also acted as voluntary Reader on the High Festivals for the 
benefit of educational institutions. For the last year, since the death of his 
only daughter. a heaviness of heart assailed him and clouded Iie veneral 
optimism, although even then his fund of geniality remaine!. considerable. 
He leaves behind him a widow, herself the daughter ©. one. who in 
his lifetime had heen.» devoted communal servant in deruswtem, and: two 
gifted sons,.who in addition to their legal qualifications and Hebrew know. 
ledge arevaking a keen interest in Jewish matters especially. among the 
yotng. They will help to keep green the memory of a father who was 
held in-high esteem by all his colleagues—,Shochetim and She merin —aned by

TREATMENT FOR CHILD DELINQUENTS. 

Mr. S. Rowson, Chairman of the Statistical Comiuuttee, presided, when 
a lec ure was gi en by Dr. A. R Abelson on Suturday | st at the Whuite- 
chapel Art Gallery, on “ The T oublesome Child” 

Dr. Abelson showed that wrong-doing was largely bound up with the 
morbid : onditions of mind nd body, and was o/ten res rted to not out of 
choice. An important > ercentage of delingueuts was mentally defective ; 
hence, as a rule, morally -deficfent ; but p:obebly a still larger 
was sullering from nervous disturbances of a functional nature, for which 
psychological treatment could effect consi erable improvement. Alter 
certain grave illnesses such as Kucephalitis Letvargica (* S eepy Sickness.”) 
a child hitherto extremely well-behaved and tractable, migiit develop »larm- 
ing immoral ehaviour. Such conditions is Tubercu ostsand Heart Disease 
wére also capable of causing moral upheaval, leading to vice and immorality, 
A large nu .ber of children, often spoken of as fiigety, restless and 
inattentive at school, were suffering from minor nervous disorders, 
Teachers had-observe! bow improvement was brought about by the 
removal or cure of diseased tonsils or by corr cting defective vision or 
hearing. Mr. Clarke Hall, Magistrate of the Citldren’s Court at Old 
Street, for whom the lecturer sof to carry out weekly eximinat ons, 
stronyly emphasis d the amazing number of youn pvople commilting 
offences, oiten serious and repeate 1, who were never brought before a 
court, either through the cunningnéss of the delinqu nt in concealing 
his repeated offences, or through the reluctance of parents to expose 
unpleasant misdeeds. ‘Tese cases alone sh wed the e ying need for some 


ins ituuion to which parents who were in trou could come for ad: ice 


about their -chiliren, which woud be given in the strictest ¢ nfidence. 
Much more necessary w 8 it to have some such institution to which parents 
could bring their dl nquent chillren bef re furth r di-grace had occurred, 
The common way of attempting to cure chi'dren of nervousness an! o her 
pecu iar weaknesses by shouting or laughingat them, aud making them appear 
fool sh, was strongly to be d ‘pr-cated. It only agravated the e ils, which 
required kind treatm ot and sympathetic help. Strict and narcow upbring- 
ing might lead from lying and deceit to hypocrisy ad secret consorting with 
morally unhealthy companions. Homeless oung peop e who were utof work, 
aud even those who were in work, should be able to go to hostels if stranded. 
The Jews had in the past played a most important part in the fight for the 
human» an rational treatment of the erring child. The Jewish elinquenat 
child was often different from the debased ‘ype that one found among non- 
Jews, nd the causes of delinquency were al-o not quite the same, 
Tuvestigation into the nature of delinquency should not be confined, as 


hitherto, almo-t completely to tests of in elligéace, which were still of 
questionable v iue,

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI 


My Dear Covusty, 


The first day of January is one of those milestones on the road of human 
history at which it is convenient to stop and reflect on the passing of time. 
Even the most straight-laced “ traditional " Jew cannot avoid reckoning by 
the common method ; in his business and in his every-day life he must needs, 
like his Gentile neighbours, now write 1926. Do we realise that the whole 
world thus marks time by reference to the birth of a Jew ? It is supposed 
to be nineteen hundred ana twenty-six years since Jesus was born. Yet 
there is no absolute certainty about this figure; many scholars who have 
given consideration to the chronology of the time in which Jesus lived have 
east doubt on the accuracy. of the Common Era. And will anyone assert 
that 5686 years is the actu age of the world since it was first created ” 
Strange that 1926 should be as little reliable as 5686! 

Yet does it really matter that we have noreliable measurement of time / 
I think not. Any. measurement of time is only aconvenience, and 1926 will 
serve. For us Jews 1t will bring to memory that it is now eighteen and a 
half centuries that we have wandered over the face of Europe, with varying 
fortunes in every century. 

My mind goes back one hundred years. Two tendencies were then 
taking shape and form, especially in Germany. One was towards Reform if 
religion ; the other was a revival of Jewish learning. The effects of both 
movements may still be felt in our midst, so true is it that the roots of the 
present lie deep in the past. The end of the eighteenth century saw a 
spir@ of enlightenment in Europe : the French Revolution had attempted 
to give practical expression to the new ideas. Jews were not unaffected by 
the thought of the day, and some among them desired to prune the over- 
grown and somewhat neglected system of religious practice in order to bring 
Like all upheavals, the new 
tendency was accompanied by unlovely outgrowths ; and the genuine wish 
to improve the service of the synagogue which filled the serious men of the 
day must not be condemned because of the salons of the high-browed 
Jewesses in Berlin, like Henrietta: Herz, who in 1826 was 62, and the 
wholesale baptisms of Jews which must be associated with them. 

Needless to add, the movement towards Reform called forth the active 
hostility of those who looked upon themselves as the guardians of the 
existing system. A story is told of a visitor to Moses Mendelssohn who on 
departing asked for his scherm (umbrella). The philosopher corrected him, 
pointing out that the word was schirm. “Shall I say schirm when all the 
killah says scherm?” expostulated the visitor. This attitude of mind was 
typical of many Jews of those days, and the Reform Movement was the 
cause of bitter controversy and personal hatred. 

The Revival of Jewish Learning fared better. From one point of view 
it may have resulted indirectly from the Reform Movement. Men wished 
to know the history of Jewish ideas, Jewish customs, Jewish progress : 
fortunately the right men appeared at the right time. In 1826, Zunz was 
a man 0° thirty-two, Rapaport was thirty-six, and Krochmal forty-one. 

In 1826, Heine’s “ Buch der Lieder” was published, just six months 
after his public profession of Christianity. Heine was twenty-seven : 
two years before he had issued his fragmentary novel, “The Rabbi of 
Bacharach.” His friend Ludwig Bérne was forty ; that apostle of political 
freedom had likewise renounced the faith of his fathers. But. both men 
were staunch champions of their people, and in recalling 1826 it is 
impossible not to think of them. In this country Sir Moses Montefiore 
was laying the foundation of that fortune, which gave him in later years 
the means and the leisure to safeguard Jewish interests wherever they wer. 


jeopardised ; and the English Rothschilds had not been long in London, 


But it must not be forgotten that in 1826 only very few Jews enjoyed 
political rights. They were still, for the most part, tolerated ; the long era 
of disabilities was not yet ended. 

My mind goes back two hundred years. In what a pitiful plight was 
Jewry then! It was like a neglected garden overgrown with weeds; it had no 
leadership, no light, no high standards in anything, Its Ribbis in Poland, 
Italy, and Germany were «a poor lot; the Sephardic Rabbis were just as 
empty-headed, but they were at least redeemed by a certain personal 
dgnity. Superstitions thrive in a fruitful soil ; it was the age of amulets, 
magic formulas, belief in the evileye and the existence of demons. What 
wonder that this should have been so? Apart from the Jews in the great 
sei-ports of Europe, the mass of our people were poverty-stricken. In 
Germany they lived in narrow ghettos, from which the light of the sun and 
the face of the sky were excluded. In an age of Regulations, the Jews were 
subjected to special regulations made for them alone. They might not 
wear what clothes they wanted ; they might not cut their beards ; they might 
not engage in the same economic activities as their Gentile neighbours. The 
Ghetto gates were oppressive ; in the Ghetto the Jews saw neither tree nor 
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blade of grass, nor passing fleecy clouds, nor felt the wind of the heath on 
their faces. In the world around them the Dark Ages had long since 
passed; in the Ghetto the Dark Ages were at their height. Judgment 
was darkened, and men were ready to believe the most unlikely reports. 
Sabbattai Zevi's career had long since ended ; yet in 1726 Nehemiah Chayon 
still relied on credulous followers in many cities, from Amsterdam to 
Constantinople. 

In London the growth of the community was evidenced by the increase 
of synagogues. In 1726 the Hambro’ Synagogue was completed, just four 
years after the House of Worship in Duke’s P!loce. Nevertheless, the 
proud Sephardi families, of whom David Nietu was still the spiritual 
leader in 1726, lifted up their heads high over against their Ashkenaz 
brethren, and were intolerant of them. The Sephardim flourished greatly : 
did they not belong to the comparatively few Jews of the time who held in 
their hands the commerce of the age ? These might have been found in all 
the great ports—London, Hamburg, and the Eastern Mediterranean. Of 
the Levant trade it was stated—“ buyers, sellers, middlemen, bill-brokers 
and agents are all Jews.” So. too, in the colonies. Sugar factories and 
coffee planiations were manage y Jews, who were among the first to dea] 
in colonial produce. But these were the exceptions, a handful of rich Jews 
who stood out in mark 1 contrast to the dire poverty of the great mass of 
their brethren. 

My mind goes back three hundred years. The Thirty-Years’ War was 
then still raging in Europe, and bad as war always is for the population 
affiicted by it, it was infinitely worse for the Jews. Their position in 
Germany was pitiful. Spat upon and derided, they found it no easy task 
to retain their self-respect. But the centre of Jewish life on the continent 
was Amsterdam, in those days not unfittingly termed the New Jerusalem. 
Menasseh ben Israel, destined to play so significant a part in Anglo-Jewish 
history, was as yet, in the year 1626, a young man of twenty-twe. But one 
or two other great Rabbis stood out in that year, notably Lipmann Heller, 
who was then forty-seven, and Leon Modena, eight years older. The one 
was a fine Talmudic scholar who in 1627 beeame Rabbi of Prague ; the other 
was a curious mixture of learning and charlatanery, of true religion and crass 
superstition, of heavenly mysticism and worldly materialism. In Poland, 
Yiddish was the language of Jewry ; “to learn ” was the great ideal of life— 
meaning thereby a mechanical study of the Talmud, excluding all else, even 
the Bible itself ; and he who could show the greatest ingenuity in Talmudic 
hair-splitting (pi/pu/) was accounted wise and learned. In England there 
were no Jews as yet; in 1626 the first Charles had been only one year on 
the throne. 

My mind goes back four hundred years. Those were stirring times for 
Jewry. Though three decades had already passed since the expulsion from 
Spain, the upheaval was yot yet over, and Spanish fugitives might still be 
found seekipg a haven of refuge eastwards, as though they longed to be 
nearer their national home. In Germany the Reformation was in progress, 
and in the conflict of the parties the Talmud became a bone of contention. 
On the other hand, the New Learning gave an impetus to the study of Hebrew 
by Gentiles, and so brought Jews and Christians into closer touch, making 
possible the comprehension of the former by the latter. The Popes of the 
time all had Jewish physicians, who were able, by reason of their position, 
to say a good word for their people in due season. This, too, was the réle 
of a distinguished German Jew, Joselmann von Rosheim, who was forty- 
eight years old in 1526. He was the “Great Parnass” of the Jews of 
Germany ; by his personal influence with the worldly powers he became the 
Protector of his people in their time of need. The need was great. On the 
flimsiest pretexts Jews were expelled from one town after the other in 
Southern Germany ; their life became one long uncertainty. -But this was 
perhaps preferable to the Inquisition, which raged once more in Portugal. 
Insecurity and suffering must inevitably produce a frame of mind which has 
no anchor ; was it surprising therefore that the two pseudo-Messiahs, David 
Reubeni and Solomon Molcho, should have found credence among all the 
Jews of their day ? 

Enough of recalling the pages of history! One might go on to find the 
same light and shade intermingled. Is it so very different to-day? Is 
Europe yet without its contempt and ill-treatment of the Jéw ? Only the 
other day a leader-writer in the Times, expressing his thoughts on Christmas, 
declared that the inwardness of the Christmas spirit is to show that “ love is 
stronger than selfishness, and peace God’s will for men.” He was glad that 
this Christmas at least an effort had been made “to put away hatred and 
restore mutual confidence to the European family. . . . The nations are 
learning that kindliness is safer than suspicion.” Will anyone gainsay these 
fine sentiments? But the Jews cannot help recalling that Christmas has 
come round 1925 times, and that those Christmas sentiments have probably 
been expressed on each occasion. Yet a survey of the records of Jewish 
history indicate that, where Jews were concerned, peace was evidently not 
God's will for men, kindliness not safer than suspicion, and hatred preferable 
to love. But we Jews have learned patience ; the world will yet recognise 
these lessons of the Hebrew Prophets, and we may look hopefully forward : 
1526—1626—1726—1826—1926—2026 !

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH 
Mr. GAD FRUMKIN (Judge of the Supreme Court of Palestine) 


R. GAD FRUMKIN is the only Jewish member of the Supreme 

Court of Palestine. He was born in Jerusalem in L887, and is a 

son of the late Israel Dov Frumkin, who edited the famous 

Jerusalem Hebrew periodical, Habazeleth, the pioneer of the 

Hebrew Press in Palestine. Israel Frumkin played a notable part in the 
introduction of modern culture in days when the Cha/uka system rested with 
a deadening hand on the Jewish 
community of the Holy City. 
He received considerable support 
in his campaign at the time from 
Tue Jewisn Crronicie, and 
was instrumental in establishing 
institutions for providing  pro- 
ductive employment and education 
for young people in Jerusalem. 
His distinguished son received his 
early education in Jerusalem, and 
assisted his father in the publica- 
tion of his paper. But after the 
Young Turkish revolution, when 
new opportunities presented them- 
selves for Jews to engage in a 
public career, and when Palestine 
Jewry was not at all prepared to 
meet the new conditions, he 
decided to proceed to Constantinople and study law. He subsequently 
became a member of the Constantinople Bar. On the outbreak of 
the war, he returned to Palestine and was appointed Crown 
Advocate under the Turkish Government in Jerusalem. After the 
British occupation he was appointed Chief Magistrate of Jerusalem, and at 
the same time assisted the Government in drawing up the new legislation 
rendered necessary by the changed conditions. In 1922 he was appointed 
a member of the Supreme Court. He married a danghter of Mr. Aron 
Eisenberg, cne of the pioneers of Jewish agriculture in Palestine and 
founder of the Rechoboth Colony.’ Mr. Frumkin is lecturer of Civil 
Law, in the Law School founded in 1920 by the Government of Palestine. 
He is also the President of the Society of Jewish Jurisprudence, a branch 
of which is about to be established in London. Being on a visit to 
England, the Judge afforded to a representative of Ture Jrwist

Ottoman Law. 


“The Ottoman law,” he’ said, “is still the basis of the Palestinian 
legal system, but many radical changes have been made since the British 
occupation, aud an approximation is being gradually made to English law 
and systems. Some ordinances are introducing English law adapted to the 
special requirements of Palestine.” 


Busy Law Courts. 

Are the people in Palestine litigious ? 

“All the Courts are fully occupied, even the Supreme Court, which 
hears appeals from all the Courts of the country. The only appeal from 
the decisions of that Court lies with the Privy Council, and then only in 
special cases. One or two such appeals to the Council are now pending. 
Part of the litigation engaging the attention of the Courts is due to the bad 
system of land registration which prevailed under the ‘lurkish régime. 
Special land courts are dealing with these cases. A proper land register has 


not yet been started, and will be dependent on the survey which is under 
coutemplation. 


Law Reports. 

“We are very anxious to have law reports,’ proceeded the Judge, 
“which would be of the greatest use to the Courts, but it was thought wise to 
postpone publication until the procedure of the Courts has been more fully 
established. 

“ All the three official languages can be used in the Courts,” explained 
Judge Frumkin, “and interpreters are present. The constitution of the 
Bench is generally so arranged that there shall be one British, one Arab, and 
one Jewish judge. There are Jewish judges in the district courts at Jerv- 
salem, Jaffa,and Haifa. All the Jewish judges know Arabic and some of them 
‘English, so that there is no necessity for translating evidence into Hebrew. 
But a Jewish advocate has the right to pleadin Hebrew, in which case there 
would be translation, and that naturally makes the proceedings rather 
protracted. It is seldom that we have to have a three-fold translation. 
There has been a gradual improvement in the quality of interpretation, the 


interpreters having attended courses at the Law Classes started by the 
Government. 


Crown Cases. 

“Quite a considerable uumber of cases,” said Mr. Frumkin. “are 
brought by or against the Crown. I should like to say that the indepen- 
dence of the Palestinian Courts has been fully established, and there is no 
Government interference with their decisions. 


The Bar. 

“The number of advocates practising has lately been very much 
increased. The Law School, under Government control, is providing about 
twenty advocates yearly, and among new arrivals about ten to fifteen yearly 
become qualified to practise at the Palestinian Bar. It seems as if they 
are all busy. There is no division between the functions of solicitor and 
barrister as in England, and the advocate carries the case right through. 


I am not inclined to express any opinion as to the desirability, at the present 
moment, of introducing the English system.”

Religion: Natural and Revealed. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

“ The heavens declare the glory of God and the firmament sheweth His 
handiwork.” “ The law of the Lord is perfect, restoring the soul.”"— 
Psalm verses 1 and 7. 

The nineteenth Psalm has a natural division into two parts. The first 
finds its evidence of God in nature, the second learns of Him from the laws 
and testimonies. divinely given for man’s guidance. It has been suggested 
that there were here originally two different psalms that have been set 
together by a later editor. But whether the combination was original or 
editorial. the idea of the relationship between religion, natural and 
revealed. is a fascinating one that has occupied the minds of religionists 
in every age. The extraordinary advance of recent years in our know- 
ledve of natural phenomena has added but a fresh interest to 
the theme. We are not so much perturbed as were the last 
generation by the alleged conflict between religion and science. But we 
are profoundly interested in their possible relationship. This is largely 
due to a widening or rather a deepening of the domain of both. In the 


. religious sphere, the man who would understand his own faith aright, finds 


himself drawn to be a student of comparative religion. In this study he is 
at once entering the bordess of scientific enquiry, which will leave its impress 
on the imagination he brings to bear on matters religious and spiritual. On 
the other hand, the student of nature—the scientist, in the extraordinary 
range of the phenomena he has under observation now-a-days, is constantly 
being brought to the borders of a land, which science cannot enter, but the 
existence of which lies really at the back of all the phenomena, which it is 
its office to explain. The heavens, that told the glory of God to the 
Psalmist, tell now an infinitely vaster tale of grandeur than his utmost 
imagining could have conceived. What we still describe as a finite 
world merges into an infinity that’ eludes us. Space and time lose their 
significance. 

Nor is the infinitely great more wonderful than the infinitely little, 
where the same marvellous handiwork may be traced as in the firmament 
itself. Our apprehension of the wondrous world revealed to us, so far from 
satisfying our sense of wonder, opens up to us great fields of thought that 
transcend even the apparent infinities of the physical universe. We stand 
like the Psalmist in awe before the evidence of the Divine handiwork and 
the glory of the Mind that it reveals to us. Our capacity in some measure 
to apprehend these things is itself one of nature's greatest miracles. And 
the human mind refuses to be limited to the contemplation of the material 
universe. We begin to ask “why,” and “whence,” and “ whither,” and are 
thereby transported intoa new realm of spiritual values. We seek to know the 
purpose that underlies our own existence, and its relation to the phenomena 
that surround us. We send forth our enquiries to the very throne of God 
seeking for the motive that underlies creation, and we behold that still 
more wonderful manifestation of how Heaven deals with human souls. 
The harmony of the spheres tells of perfected order and of the immeasurable 
mind that lies behind it. The harmony of a soul with its Maker tells of 
perfec ed happiness and of the immeasurable love from which it springs. 
For love and beauty, mercy, truth, and goodness are also in God's world, 
though they cannot be weighed in the subtlest scales that sc ence can devise. 
The heavens reveal to us the glory of Godas Author and Creator. Heaven by 
another revelation tells of the glory of God, the Guide and Friend and Helper 

The story of creation finds its sequel in inspiration; the breathing in of 
something outside the material world; and in aspiration: the stretching 
forth to that which is beyondit. There is law and order, divinely conceived, 
governing the world in which we live. But there is as well a law of God, 
perfect also, bringing refreshment to the weary soul. There is a testimony 
of faithful witness, offering wisdom ‘to the human mind. There are precepts 
of righteousness that carry joy to saddened hearts. Do not these things also 
bear witness to the greatness of our Father in Heaven? The soul that 
aspires, the mind that is wise, the heart that can rejoice, are realities as 
potent as any manifestion of the natural world. Shall we deny the source 
from which they spring? Do they not also declaré His praise? Are 
they not a revelation of God athwart the darkness, a lightning flash 
illuminating the ancient heavens? “Cloud.and thick darkness surround 
Him, righteousness and justice are the foundation of His throne.” 

A refreshed soul, the acquirement of wisdom and a joyous heart are 
associated by the Psalmist with a teaching that is perfect, a testimony that 
is faithful, and precepts that are a source of righteousness. He thus bears 
witness to the faith that is in him. He speaks from the depths of his 
personal experience. One may speculate about theological theories, but 
religion must be the outcome of life. An active seeking after righteousness 
becomes a living testimony to faith, and faith in its turn becomes the influence 
that makes for righteousness. For there is a constant ebb and flow 


-between Heaven and earth, angels that ascend and descend the 


golden ladder, man seeking for his Maker, God revealing Himself 
to His creatures. The God of glory thunders from the clouds of 
storm, but there is a temple also where everything testifies to 
a yet greater glory. For here the still small voice may whisper to the 
human heart’a thought of God that nature’s miracles have but inadequately 


conveyed. The story of the greatness of the Holy One, blessed be He, is 


always followed, say our sages, by the account of his loving dealings with 
His children. 


So is the thought of creation’s marvels. ‘upplemented by the 
knowledge of the Creator's care for the spiritual well-being of the souls 
that He has made. The laws that govern nature are not of more significance 
to man, than those that must govern the freedom that has been given him 
to use the powers of nature to his own advantage. 3

Dr. Stephen Wise’s Sermon. 


A storm of resentment has been aroused throughout America in cou- 
sequence of a sermon preached recently by Rabbi Dr. Stephen S. Wise ou 
Dr. Klausner's pook, “The Life of Jesus.” Dr. Wise, in his sermon. 
expressed approval of Dr. Klausner's book, and said: “The Jews must 
accept Jesus as a Jewish teacher and accept his ethical code. The Jews can 
carry out the teaching of Jesus better than the Christians.” 

@& The Union of Orthodox Rabbis in America has adopted a formal 
resolution denouncing Dr. Wise as a heretic. and demanding his removal 
from the chairmanship of the United Palestine Campaign. If this demand 
is not acceded to, the Union will urge Jews not to contribute to the fund. 

Dr. Wise has offered his resignation from the chairmanship to the 
Executive of the Campaign. In his letter of resignation, he says that he 
does not wish it to be construed as assent to the justice of the attacks upon 
him, but he is not prepared to permit any word or act of his to be used 
to the hurt of the Zionist Cause. It is not yet known whether his 
resignation will be accepted or not. 

Mr. Nathan Straus has announced that he is giving the sum of 150,000 
dollars for the Campaign as a sign of his confidence in Dr. Wise, and 
expresses the hope that the latter's resignation would not be accepted. The 
Board of Rabbis in California and a number of Reform Rabbis in various 
parts of the country have expressed themselves favourably to Dr. Wise. 

Mr. Samuel Untermyer, President of the American Keren Hayesod, has 
also written a letter expressing confidence in Dr. Wise.—!J.T.A. 


Another Jewish-Christian Conference. 


“Good Will” Discussed at Detroit. 


Twelve bishops, six college presidents, and the dignitaries of many 
denominational churches recently met the rabbis and leaders of the Jewish 
congregations of Detroit at a luncheon arranged by the Committee on Good 
Will between Jews and Christians of the Federal Council of the. Churches 
of Christ in America. . Rabbi Dr. Leo M. Franklin, who represented the 
congregation Beth El, said that if a mutual respect was to be established 
between Jews and Christians, at least three things were necessary. The 
White Protestant Church of America must speak out in no uncertain terms 
as to the un-Christian and the un-American character of the Ku-Klux-Klan 
and of any other organisation that attempted to breed strife and discord 
between the various social and religious groups in America. All attempts 
at proselytising among Jews by Christians must be stopped, and in 
particular, so-called ex-rabbis who had not been able to maintain themselves 
in Judaism, because of their ignorance or their lack of moral character. must 
not be given recognition as leaders and teachers by the Christian Church. 
The story of the crucifixion must not be told to children in the church 
religious schools in such fashioa as to lay the onus of responsibility upon 
the Jews. ‘That story must be told, if at all, witha proper historical back- 
ground, or it would lead, as it had led in the past, to misunderstanding and 
intolerance. 


American National” Jewish Conference. 
Jewish Prayer at Opening of Senate.

“ Women in Palestine have equal legal rights, and even such limitaticus 
as to the admissability of jevidence as prevail under the Moslem civil 
code have been removed by the new Evidence Ordinance. As to religious 
law we have to deal with every religion separately. The position of women 
under Jewish religious law is well known. One great improvement 
has been brought about by recent legislation in rezard to the rights of 
inheritance. Although the religious courts have jurisdiction in matters of 
inheritance, any party in a case of this nature can demand that the case be 
transferred to the civil courts where civil law is applied. The religious 
court might itself in such a case apply civil law. That gives an 
opportunity to a woman who would suffer under Jewish law to get her 
full rights under civil law. Women are not yet admitted to the Bar.” 

The Society for Jewish Jurisprudence. 


Mr. Frumkin stated that he took a great interest in the new Society for 
Jewish Jurisprudence which had recently been formed in Palestine, and of 
which he is President. “The Society,” he said, “aims to unite jurists and 
‘T'almudists in scientific research work in the field of Jewish law; to 
create and develop a legal scientific literature in Hebrew, both original and 
translated ; and to establish a Hebrew terminology for legal and related 
scientific subjects. It is hoped to establish in Jerusalem a scientific institute 
for research in Jewish Jurisprudence, which will unite Jewish scholars 
and jurists in Palestine and abroad for organised work towards the 
revival of Jewish law and will invite the co-operation of experts in the legal 
side of Jewish learning, who can devote themselves to the work of the 
Society. Other ae involve the establishment of a special library in 
legal and related subjects; the publication of sctentific almanacs, reviews 
and literature in all branches of Law and related subjects ; and the organisa- 
tion of study circles, lectures and conferences on Jewish Law. It is hoped 
to establish relations with similar societies and workers in alli@d fields, and 
to encourage, by moral and material help, such scholars as are willing to 
devote themselves to Jewish Jurisprudence. Members are being enrolled 
both in Palestine and elsewhere, and I hope that there will be many in 
England, interested in the subject, who will join the Society, of which Mr. 
M. Eliash, Advocate (P.O. Box 532 Jerusalem) is Secretary. _Mr. Norman 
Bentwich, Attorney-General to the Government of Palestine, is Hon. 
President of the Society.” 


national conference representing all shades of religious belief among Jews 
has been decided upon.

Agreement Between Great Organisations. 


An agreement between the headquarters of four great Jewish relief 
organisations, the “O.R. 1." (Society for Promotin: Trades and Agriculture 
among the Jews), the “ O.Z.E.”’ (Jewish Society for Health Preservation), 
the United Jewish Emigration Committee, and the Jewish World Relief 
Conference, has been concluded in Berlin. Instead of raising their funds in 
four separate campaigns, these organisations will conduct one joint campaign, 
the income of which will be allocated among them. 

The agreement applies to all funds raised outside the United States for 
the purposes of these organisations. Of the total receipts the *O.R.T.” will 
receive 30 per cent., the “ O.Z.E.” 274 per cent., the World Relief Conference 
274 per cent., and the United Emigration Committee 15 per cent. 

The agreement concerns only the central funds of the headquarters 
offices of the four organisations, and leaves the local bodies im the various 
countries free to raise sums in their respective countries to cover their own 
local budgets. The agreement also does not affect the Reconstruction Fund 
of the “ O.R.T.” and the Jewish World Relief Conference Bank, for which 
separate collections will continue to be made.—J.T.A. 


Joint Foreign Committee. 
The Hungarian Numerus Clausus. 
COMMUNICATED 

Ata meeting of the Joint Foreign Committee held last week, Mr. 
Lucien Wolf presented a report ‘on the decision of the Council of the 
League of Nations in the case of the Hungarian Vumerus Clausus Law, of 
which the following isan abstract ; 

On December 12th, 1925, the Council of the League of Nations gave an 
Interim Judgment on the Petitions presented to the League by the Joint 
Foreign Committee and the A/liance Jsraélite with regard to the Hungarian 
Numerus Clausus Law of 1920. The Judgment took the form of the adop- 
tiou of the following Conclusions submitted by the Rapporteur : 

In Article 58 of the Treaty of Peace with Hungary, it is laid down that “ All 
Hungarian nationals shall be equal before the law and shall enjoy the same civil 
and political rights without distinction as to race, language or religion. ... 
Hunyarian nationals who belong to racial, religious ar linguistic minorities shall 
enjoy the same treatment and security in law and in fact as the other Hungarian 
nationals. . . . The Hungarian law XXV. of 1920, lays down as regards admission to 
the Universities and certain other institutions for higher education, that in 
addition to other provisions, care shall be taken that the number of students of 
different races and nationalities shall be in proportion to the number of inhabitants 
of such races and nationalities in the country, and that each race or nationality 
shall be represented in a proportion of at least nine-tenths of its respective 

rcportion in the country. 
. ‘The question which the Council has to decide is whether the above provision 
is compatible with the principle of equal treatment for all Hungarian nationals 
without distinction of race, language or religion, as laid down in the Treaty. 

In view of the fact that the Hungarian representative has stated that his 
Government regards the numerus clausus as an exceptional and t mporary mneasure 
necessitated by an abnormal social situation, and that it has decided to amend 
the numerus clausus law directly that situation changes, I would recommend my 
colleagues on the Council not to touch the question of law and to take no action 
in the matter at the moment, but simply to take note of these statements of the 
Hungarian Government, and await the amendment of the law in the near future. 

It is of course undeniable that this assurance is not without ambiguity, 
but the Council, which lolds that its chief rdle is one of conciliation, 
resolved to accept it as implying a pledge that the Law would be amended 
in respect of its offending features in the near future. The conclusions 
adopted by the Council leave us in no doubt as to the sort of amendment 
that is contemplated or the time limit within which it is to be carried out. 
In the preamble, the Council insists that the only legal question at issue 1s 
whether the Proportional System laid down in the Law is in accord with 
Article 58 of the Treaty. Thus it follows that when the Council says that 
it abstains from dealing with the question of law pending the amendment 
promised by the Hungarian Government, what it expects 1s such an amend- 
ment of Clause 3 as will bring it into harmony with Hungary’s Treaty 
obligations. 

The final result is that Hungary now finds herself pledged to bring the 
Numerus Clausus Law into harmony with the Treaty of Trianon under 
pain of a decision by the League on the validity of the Law, the nature of 
which is left in very little doubt, and which on that account has all along 
been most strenuously resisted by the Hungarian Government. The Jewish 
community loses nothing by the substitution of this decision for the refer- 
ence to the Permanent Court, which was originally asked for by the Joint 
Foreign Committee and the Alliance Israélite, for at the best the advisory 
opinion of the Court could not have done more than declare Clause 3 of the 
Law invalid, and even then action upon this decision could not have been 
more rapid than that which is likely to follow the present judgment of the 
Council. 

The Committee resolved to adopt the report. 


Hungarian Minister Defends Law. P 


Replying to an interpellation on the subject of the .Vumerus Clausus, 
Count Klebelsherg, the Minister of Education, declared he 
stood by every word he had said to the League of Nations at (reneva, 2 he 
Numerus Clausus was a socio-political rather than a politico-cultural institu- 
tion. They wanted to prevent the development of au intellectual proletariat 
which might become a prolific source of discontent and revolutionary ideas. 
While the Jews constituted 59 per cent. of the population, they were repre- 
sented at the Universities by 11 per cent. If the extraordinary social 
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position underwent a change, the arrangement could be reconsidered. The 
Government would amend the Numerus Clausus as soon as social relations 
were so far changed that its amendment was possible without detriment to 
the country's consolidation and without the destruction of social order. 

The House accepted the Minister's reply by a large majority. 


Steiger’s Acquittal. 
Commissioner Lukomski Dismissed.

South African “League of Gentiles.’ 


“A Childish Movement.” 


Mr. Tielman Roos, the South African Minister of Justice, speaking 
with representatives of the Press recently, declared that the anti-Semitic 
movement of the “ League of Gentiles ” (particulars of which appeared in 
Tue Jewish Curonicte of December 4th), bad not been considered 
officially. “The movement is childish artd no notice should be taken of it," 
he said. “ It will not cause anyone trouble.” 

The South African Jewish Board of Deputies has announced that the 
Jewish community has never felt any concern in the matter, and that were 
it not for the prominence that had been given to it in the Press, the Board 
would not have found it necessary to take note of the League and its 
activities. 


The Turkish Chief Rabbinate. 
; 6 
New Council Appointed. 


The question of the reorganisation of the Chief Rabbinate in Turkey 
has advanced a further stage. An official communiqué has been issued by 
the Rabbinate, in which it is stated that at an extraordinary assembly of 
members of the Vedj/ess Oumoum/ (General Council), representatives of the 
Ashgahoth (communities) and notabilities, a commission of thirteen mem- 
b rs was elected by secret ballot. This commission constitutes the new 
Council of the Chief Rabbinate. It is understood that the Council will 
proceed to draw up a scheme of reform of the Rabbinate. Meanwhile a 
sub-commission of four or five members will be appointed to manage the 
affairs of the Chief Rabbinate until the new arrangements are concluded. 

A movement against Shechita has been set on foot in a number of 
Turkish newspapers, which say that since the slaughtering of ‘animals in 
Turkey is now carried out under the best of sanitary and technical condi- 
tions, there is no further need for the attendance of rabbis in the slaughter- 
ing houses to supervise the slaughtering of animals intended for consump- 
tion by the Jewish population.

Tne Jewish of yesterday contains an account of the  pro- 
ceedings of the annual Conferen:e of the Grder Achei Brith and Shield of 
Abraham, which met at the week-end.

Early Christians and Circumcision. 


From THE CHIEF RABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 
To the Editor of Tur Jewisu Curonicce. 


Sik,—Canon Lukyn Williams, in your issue of Decembet 25th, asks 
for the historical reference for my statement : 

“This distinction between proselytes and infants was at first also 
the rule in the Christian Church ; but after Milah was once sect aside 
in the case of proselytes, it was not long ‘ retained’ even for infants.” 
Acts xv, 1-5 shows that at the very first, proselytes were expected to 

undergo circumcision. Paul, when he started on his missionary career, 
circumcises Timothy (Acts xvi, 3). But the 
gives up this position; and even the Ide 
James, Peter, and John—agree with him. (Gn 
23-29, and xxi, 25). 

It was different with circumcision for infants. The primitive 
Christians in Palestine were for generations indistinguishable in conduct 
and ceremonial observance from the rest of the nation. Sulpicius Severus 
(Historia sacra ii, 31) writes: “ Paene omnes Christum Deum sub legis 
observatione credebant.” Eusebius tells that the first fifteen bishops of 
the Church of Jerusalem were circumcised. (Historia Eccl. iv, 5). 

The radical school of New Testament critics who deny the historical 
trustworthiness of Acts and the genuineness of any one of the Pauline 
Epistles agree in this matter with the ancient Church historians. Joe! has 
shown in his remarkable “ Blicke in die ligionsgeschichte Anfang d. 
sweiten christlichen Jahrhunderts’ G, 16-42 and ii, 73-06) that it was onls 
in the year 116 that those hostilities began which definitely separated the 
Primitive Church of Jewish descent from the Synagogue. The gulf 
widened after the Hadrianic persecutions; and all Jewish observance 
ceased in the Church. Circumcision for infants came to be confined to 
dwindling and vanishing sects like the Ebionites.—Yonurs faithfally,

The leai therefore ought to be followed by 
other prominent ministers, and the pulpitein every orthodox synagogue 
should: fulminate denunciations, supporte! by cogent arguments from 
rablnoic lore and Jewish history, against this menace to the integrity of ow 
re! gious life, 

The doctrines preached by “Liberal” Judaism are the very antithesis 
and negation of those taug it by both the w itten and oral law, so that 
those who care auvht for the continued preservation of the old faith cannot 
but view with grave concern the rise and spread of a form of Judaism that 
has discarded every rite and practice which for generations untold have 
formed an integral part in the constitution of catholic Israel.

I do not know whether the Chief Rabbi has the power to inhibit a 
minister. Inany case he has never exercised his prerogative ; otherwise how 
cou d min'sters, who, at Ministers’ Conference, avowed their disbeliefs, 
retain office 2? None resigned: with elastic consciences they still mouthed 
the same platitudes n which they them-elves do not believe. The loaves and 
fishes are apparently preferable to the martyr’s crown of an outraged 
couscience. 

United Synagogue “orthodoxy” turns a blind eye to the non- 
cbservance of the second day o: Festivals, and tolerates proselytes, who 
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witha very thin veneer of Judaism endeavour to enter the fold for the 
purpose of placating the uneasy consciences of would-be Benedicks. Yet, 
through its official mouthpiece in th: person of the Chief Rabbi, it has the 
temerity to condemn practices at which it connimes. Lack of honesty m0 
ihe United Synagogue is driving the younger generation to ~ Liberalism.

Chief Rabbi's attempted onslaught on “ Liberal’ Judaism 
is extremely unconvinting. The sermon is not a go d medium for a 
dispassionate critical anatysis of a religious opponent's point of view, and 
to carry conviction to thoughtfal minds “Liberal” Judarsm should be 
subjected to a philosophical examination rather than to a pulpit rhetorical 
east gation. It is difficult to believe that the Chief Rabbi, as a fair-minded 
etudent. would intellectually accept the case presented by hrmsclf emotionally 
ae preacher. Please permit me to put some points before him. 

Virst, what force, {rom the point of view of truth, ts there in the 
argument that some of our ancestors sacrificed their lives for the Abrahanire 
Cosenant ?

themselves. Moreover, the sentence «uoted so triumphantly by the Chief 
Rabbi against the “ Liberal” Jews is, m reality, from another point of 
view, in their favour. He suggests that ' Li! eral” Judaism is a stepping- 
stone to Christianity. Butif “ Liberal” Jews reject the binding authority 
ef aman ora book, they nust logically reject the binding authority not 
enly of the Old Testament and Moses, but aleo of the New Testament and 
Jesus. 

In short, the Chief Rabbi's sermon cats no ice. As you, Sir, rightly say 
m your Leader: “There are thousands npon thousands of Jews in this 
tountry who, adherenis to congregations that profess and call themselves 
erthodox, yet have no true affinity with them, do not believe in the 
doetrines preached in them.” This is precisely, I should think, how the 
* Liberal Jews came to establish synagogues of their own. Having no 
true affinity with orthodox congregations, and no belief in the doetrines 
preac!.ed in them, they very properly, as it seems to me, thought it honest 
and wise to set up for themselves. The Chief Rabbi's sermon will, because

Sin,—I trust you will allow meto make afew comments on the Chief | 


Rabbi's courageous attacks on “ Liberal’ Judaism, to which you have 


rightly given publicity. The Chief Rabbi has acted within his rights, and. 


nothing less could have been expected from him, seeing tha! the “ Liberal” 
movement is, by its rapid growth, influencing a number of Jews and 
Jewesses outside its ranks. As such, the religious head of orthodoxy 
trembles for the future, and fights for the faith he holds dear. But it is 
only fair to add that the picturewhieh Dr. Herts paintsef American Reform 
Judaism is very misleading to those of your readers who may not grasp the 
local cireu nstances governing American Judaism and its administrs tion. 

For good or ill, there is no Chief Rabbinate in America. bus the 
Rabbis and Congregations are absolutely autonomous in religious adm nis- 
tration. This makes for honesty of individral Rabbinicat utterance, with 
ita «extremes of vobridled religious jndividualism. Take the question of 
the Bible. The American Rabbis, cited by Dr. Herts, bave aid on the+ 
question of “the bondage to the Bible’ no more t! an that which your 
brilliant contributor, “ Benammi,” has repeatedly written ; and we may &s 
well admit that on this topic, as on many others, “ Benammi’s ” +1.cerity and 
honesty re-echo the vicws of all intelligent young Jews and Jewesses 
everywhere. 

With all deference, I am obliged to say that the Chef Rabbi has not” 
exhibited that consistency characteristic of a religious leader confident of 
ihe stand he is taking. He made great play, when it suited him, of the fact. 
that he represented the Central Conference of American Ribbis at Geneva’ 
iy presenting the «ase for the safeguarding of the Sabbath ec the Jew. 
Now, these “Liberal” Rabbis could not have been ruthless iconoclasts, * 
Vet Dr. Hertz tears them limb from limb. as Jewish teachers. «A few weeks 
haek, you published a concratulatory letter from Dr. Herts to President ' 
Julian Mor-enstern. on the inbilee of the “ Liberal’ College at Cinermnate 
lr. Hertz stated in that letter that the alumni of the Cicinnati College 
were coming to s'ress these fundamentals of Judaism which united all Jews. 
From Dr. Hertz’s two sermons, however, one would gather that these 
yentlemen aim at destroying the fundamentals of Judaism. root and branch. 
At'the recent Preachers’ Conference to which Rabbi Mattuck was not 
iwited—. fact which you, Sir, impartially termed “ deplorable "the Chief 
Rabbi defended his invitation to Reform Ministers, on the ground that 
these w re “in the main, in agreement with hix religious position.” Yet, I is 
believe I am right, when | say that the whole basis of English Reform j 
Judaism is dissension from the binding authority of the Shalchan Arueh, 
the very pivotal centre of the Chief Rabbi's administration. I point out 
some of Dr. Hertz’s inconsis'encies, at the same-time assuring your readers, 
that for every freak of Judaism he cites from America, ten saner, more — 
consetyative thinkers of the same school of thought can be mentioned. 

Despite the Chief Raibhn’s undoubted sincerity, these inconsistencies , 
incline me to believe that » hat worries Dr. Hertz mostly is not unorthodoxy 

as witness his friendly gestures to the Reformers—but that the growth 
of the “ Liberal” Movement is the gravest menace to the inflaence of the 
Chief Rabbinate, with its central authoritative, all-governing feree. Other- 
wise, as you very aptly point out in your leading note, Dr. Heriz’s bounden 
dluty is not so much to denounce those who do net. recdgnise him as their 
religious head; but, with clarity and kindliness, to help those officially 
within his flock, who constantly desecrate orthodox Judaism, and who do 
not believe in the Shu’chan Aruch, to find a haven and refage for their 
smritual lives,

Jewish tnstitute. 
LECTURE BY THE REV. H. MAYEROWITSCH., 

Tast Saturday evening a lecture (with musical illustrations) on “ The 
Compositions of §. Alman," was delivered by the Rev. H. Mayerowitsch 
The Rev. John 8S. Harris presided. Mr. Mayerowitsch said that it was 
unique in the histoty of Jewish music that the works of a Jewish composer 
should be appreciated while he was still with them. Mr, Alman had 
enriched the literature of music witha vast number of works both vocal and 
instrumental. Up to the beginning of the nineteenth century harmony was 
unknown in Jewish music, all efforts. being concentrated merely upon 
melody. Apart from Salomon de Rossi (1622), there were no composers for 
the Synagogue in those days. Ao English dew, Isaac Nathan (1815), was 
the first to recognise Synagogal music as a fiell to be cultivated. Soon 
after, Sulzer, Naumburg, Lewandowsky, and Mombach appeared. What 
made Mr. Alman'’s compositions worth discussing, was his indivi- 
duality as a child of the Russian Ghetto which characterised his 
Jewish compositions. Daring and simplcity, a modern love 
for discord in the combinations of harmony and an_ innate 
bias for traditional song were skilfu'ly blended. Mr, Alman showed 
true and forcible express'on to texts.of a dramatic character such as 
N23) AMX WNYN and he utilised modern means of harmony in bringing 
out the latent beauty of ancient Jewish music, while bearing in mind the 
three paramount claims of tradition, text, and appeal to the public. The 
Rev. G. Prince, in moving a vote of thanks to the lecturer, said that they 
also wanted to record their appreciation for the way in which the illustra- 
tions were rendered by the Revs. A. Katz and M. Signaiewsky, by Miss 
Hilda Ammo, by the Choir, and by the Halevy Choral Society. Mr. 8. 
Alman eaid that Jewish composers had to struggle against non-Jewish 
tendencies in the community in general and in the synagogue in particular. 
The movement towards the abolition of traditional music in the services of 
the synagogue was deplorable. A return to congregational singing was most 
desirable as was also systematised and efficient training for reader and choirs.

Hayes School for Jewish Boys. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 


The following is an abstract of the twenty-fourth anuual report of the 
Hayes School for Jewish Boys, issued by the Managers : 


Eight boys were admitted to the school during the vear—ihe lowest on 
record. Lf the few cases admitted directly from the Courts truly represent the 
need for a Certified Jewish Industrial School, it would be a causeToaconvratula- 
‘tion. But the Managers do not believe that to bethecase. The problely of after- 
eare has been very difficult during the period of industrial depression. For many 
vears the Managers placed neasly every boy leaving the school in a skilled or 
progressive trade or calling. The mentality of the boys generally was normal, 
and they could benefit by the training given to them. The task which the 
school is now called upon to fulfil is a much more onerons one. Only these 
children who have failed to respond to every other effort for their reforma- 
tion are beingtcommitted, with the exception of the few neglected children, The 
majority of the children at presept admitted were delinquents who were mentally 
subnormal or defective. With the diminution in the number of inmates, the 
work of the staff is correspondingly lessened, but the necessity for regular kindly 
supervision becomes greater aud more exacting. The task Of maintaining the 
school--which is licensed to receive 128 children—in a state of cleanliness ig 
hecoming a serious strain, and if it remain the determined policy of the anthorities 
not to make more use of Industrial Schools, the Managers will have to consider 
the possibility of continuing the present premises as a Certified School. The high 
standard of training in wood-work and metal-work is maintained. and physical 
training is a special feature. Outdoor sports are well organised. A sound relivions 
training is also imparted, and a service is held every morning and evening in the 
synagogue. The curriculum of the school is so arranged that backward children 
receive ainple scope for the development of their best faculties. The conduct of 
the boys during the year was very good. The Manavers record their appreciation 
to the honorary and salaried medical officers; to Mr. E. P. Ornstien, the 
indefatigable Secretary ; and to Mr. I. Ellis, the Superintendent. The report 
coneludes : “ From‘its inception the school has taken a foremost place among the 
- vertified schools of the country because of the very high level of efficiency which 
has always been aimed at. There has be-n no public appeal for funds for many 
years, but the managers emphasise the fact that financial assistance is essential 
if the school is to be maintained. There are special needs in a Jewish institution 
which cannot be met from public funds. The managers appeal to their friends 
in the community to make known the great work being done at Haves.”

ALIEN IMMIGRATION AND UNEMPLOYMENT 


From Mr. AARON WRIGHT, B.Sc. (Econ.) 
To the Editor ef Tue Jewien Cironicce. 


Sie. Free movement of population over. national frootiers is highly 
desirable if @o ideal distribution of people over the surface of the ulohe is 
to bo obtained. TF do not suppose, however, that the Briti-h Government ts 
likely to be moved by such considerations ; clearly, it 1s concel ned with the 
‘mmediate effects that a removal of immigration restrictions would have on 
the state of employ ment in this country. In this connection, it is of the 
first impertance to consider what type of immigrant is likely to be attracted 
to these shores. 

Unemployment here is most prevalent, as is well k: owD, in sone of the 
hasic industries—_ coal, steel, ship-building, and so on—and if the restrictions 
are designed to guard against an aggravation of conditions in these industries, 
it is a case of warding off a danger that is purely illusory. With a quarter 
of a nrillion unemployed British miners, forexample, what incentive 1s there 
for the Rabr miner to come over here? For the privilege of having no 
work and walking British instead of German streets *¢ Obviously, men 
migrate to better their conditions, and if there is no scope for them abroad, 
they stay at howe - and it is needless, therefore, to im}? se resirictions to 
keep them out. 

We can see the problem in its proper proportions when we realise that 
foreigners will come here only if there is some outlet for their labour. It 
is probable, on the whole, that a removal of re-trictions would meap a net 
reduction in the number of native unemployed. Pioneermg in a strange 
land involves immense hardships, and migrants, it will be found, are usually 
of a hardy and vigorous type, and they frequently possess a knowledge and 
a skill that. should be expecially welcome in times of depression. English 
ndiustrial hi-tory provides numerous instances where foreigners. driven 
ifrom abroad by political or economic or religious c@nditions, have brought 
with them a technique that has been responsible for the creation of entirely 
new industries. Weveed not go back to medieval times for proof of this ; 
during the last thirty or forty years the Jewish immigrants have opened up 
vew eategories of employment -cigarette- making, tailoring, and cabinet 
making for example —ecnd generally their industrial kn®wledge and business 
skill have been of extreme value to this country. Is M easy to argue 
that such immigration, in good times or bad, is anything but beneficial 7 

Experience has thus consistently showa the value of permitting free 
immigration. England «as the workshop of the world during the nineteenth 
century, because, amony other things, in previous centuries she had not 
hesitated to learn from her neighbours by welcoming foreigners who sought 
refuge on these shores. Let us see to it that a narrow and ill-informed 
nationalism does not help to deprive us of an industrial supremacy that took 
hundreds of years to build up.

Do not the people who yprge this argument forget 
that the less the worker has to spend, the less @emand there is for voods, 
and consequently more unemployment. If only they would open their eyes 
and see the glaring and palpable refutation of their theory in the great 
United States of America, they would realise, as the Americag manufacturers 
have realised, that the home: market is the best of all market:. There they 
have grasped its potentialities, and the result is an abounding prosperity 
such as the world has never seen, the direct result of high wages. High 
wages mean great demand for goods, which in turn mean great production 
and lw overhead charges, thus reducing cost of production, bringin articles 
down to meet and beat world prices. et 

With our manufacturers, on the other hand, fellowing the ancient 
tradition of cheap labour, wnen trying to cut costs, the first thought, and 
almost the only thought is cut wages. The wage paid to engineers in this 
country, with one exception, is £2 15s. 01. per week. How a man can 
support a wife and family on this is beyond me. Low wages will never cure 
nuemployment. It will only aggravate the evil. In the United States 
reductions of wages are deprecated by all employera, who se in the 


prosperity of the workers the best antidote to Socialism, and until we do. 


likewise here we shall be carsed with the greatest social evil that can befall

“in, There seems to be some difference of opinion amoug the contri 
butors to the discussion as to the exact relationship, if any. bet we , itri- 
immigration and unemployment, and the rather drawn of 
your correspondents recently to throw light 
to have been very successful. The employment of a few (uasi-technical 
terms may suggest the atmosphere of an advanced treatise on eco ete 
but the whole of your correspondent’s argument is obseured by aie 
loose phraseology and patent self-contradiction,. 

In one of his earlier paragraphs we are given to understand that, giv 
the condition that “trade and industry work smoothly,” whatey th Fgh 
mean, a doubling of the population of this country would lead 16 don rind 
of the effective demand for goods and of picducticn and ris focal 
From his point your correspondent jumps direetly, and with ng 
further reasons to the statement that “a period of brisk trade w a giving 
the demand for goods would inereasa still further 
unemployment would he wiped out.” It is very thal 
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intermediate steps leading up to this remarkable conclusion have been 
omitted. 

Later on we arrive at the classic definition of unemployment, “a result 
of a shrinkaze in production, due to a drop in the demand for eeods, due to 
unemployment,” and after this we are told that “the spending capacity of 4 
person is limited by his purchasing power.” The trade cycle having at 
length been dragged in, the solution of the whole problem is presented to 
us as follows : Increase the consumption of goods by lowering thei? prices 
and you will decrease unemployment by calling forth workers to make thesé 
extra goods. Decrease the prices of goods by lowering wages, an importan! 
item in the cost of production of commodities. 

Finally, your corespondent welcomes the displacement of British work- 
men by foreign labour provided that this latter “contributes the same value 
te production at a lesser cost,” in happy autithesis to his first paragraph, in 
which he says that should the Home Secretary's assumption that aliens 
admitted into this country would displace British workmen be correct, “it 
would be impossible to object to the policy of restricted immigration, since 
we could not, as loyal citizens of this country, advocate measures which are 
likely to bring injury to th» interests of our countrymen.” 

It seems to me that the attitude of the Home Secretary seems defensible, 
in go far as it is based on the following facts : 

(1) That admission to this country is not given where the alien cannot 
show any likelihood of obtaining employment, whether by displacing a 
British worker or not. 7 

(2) That admission to this country is cncouraged where the alien can 
show that he is likely to provide employment for others. 

Tu so far as permission is not given to an alien te enter when it is likely 
that he will obtain employment by displacing a British worker, sinte he is 


' willing to work for a lower reward than the latter, the Home Sccretary’s 


attitude can be defended on two main grounds : 

(1) That it is undesirable for the standard of living in this country to 
be lowered, in which case we must bear in mind that the alie. comes 
presumably, from a country where the standard of living is much lower still ; 
(2) which is the reason more often implied that one Englishman is worth at 
least five Frenehmen, ten Gormans, thirty Spantards, ete.

jaking powder, 2 teaspoonfuls Milk.

tcn the butter into the flour, then add the salt, sugar, and baking 

Acne j Mix together, and add enough milk to form a soft dough. Rol! 
out orf a floured board about one inch thick, and cut into small rounds 
Bake in a moderate oven for about fiftcen minutes; split through, butter, 
and serve hot. : 


Braised Veal. 
Loin of veal. Stock, 1 pint. 
Force meat. Dripping, oz. 
One onion. Flour, 1 oz. 
One carrot. Mushroom catsup, | dessertapoonful. 


Two eticks of celery, Pinch of mace. 

Remove the bones from the veal: spread with forcemeat (which should 
be well flavoured with grated lemon rind), roll up neatly, and tie into shape. 
Melt tne dripping in a stewpan or casserole ; put in the veal, aud brown on 
both sides. Prepare and cut into small pieces the carrot, onion, and celery ; 
then add them together with the stock, catsup, a pinch of mace, and salt 
and pepper to taste. Cover closely, and simmer very gently for about two 
hours, turning the veal as required. Remove the fat from the gravy, and 
thicken with the flour.

Sieve the flour, salt, and baking powder into a basin. Shred the 
dripping finely, and rub it in lightly until it looks like fine breadcrumbs.

Knead smoothly, but lightly ; roll out on a floured 
board, and use at once.

The Defence of Palestine. 
From Mr. N. S. BURSTEIN. 
To the Editor of Tue Jewtsn 

Sik,The telling article by Lieut.-Commander t'e Hon. J. M. 
Kenworthy in the Jrewin Worrtp of December 17th, under the above 
caption, has set my heart aglow. Weighing up all the momentous matters 
ofthe day concerning Palestine in a most clear and concise (theuzh not 
altogether indisputable) manner, he ad ises that au organised Jew.sh 
Defence Force should immediately be formed. This is the gist of Com- 
mauder Kenworthy's article—perhaps should better call it réves//é on 

“ Where you have a poople placed in the midst of alien, and 


warning. 
possibly hostile, elements,” he says, “it is reasonable that they should be 
permitted tu defend themselves and he adds, ~ And, after all, we 
are organising a Jewish Nat onal Home, and not an Aral National Home.” 

Here he has touched two extremely sore points. For ages past, the 
Jews hare never been given a chance to defend themselves. (The “Jewish 
defence forces " Commander Kenworthy mentions in his article were only 
auxiliary, not defence, forces). lt was always the Jews who were foreed 
to exercise the Christian doctrine of “turning the other cheek.” But 
the Zionists are not now at the merey of the. waves of chance. It 
sounds so soo hing to hear someone say, with composure : // js reasonable 
that then tthe Jews tn shonid he permitted lo them- 
selrea. Commander Kenworthy has evidently lost sight of the number of 
centuries it took even the most enlightened nations of the world to listen to 
reason. “If the British were glad to avail themselves of the service of the 
Jewish forces in the war, when the ultamate victory was by no means certain, 
they should not ¢.wdye the Jews the privilege of bearing arms in their Home- 
land to-day, especially in view of the peculiar circumstances of the case.” 
Thus says Commander Kenworthy. The italics are mine. But I must say 
that I feel very uncomfortable to hear, from such a brave man as he is, 
such words as grudge and privilege, when it is a question of right and 
wrong! Aud again, there are no “ peculiar circumstances” in the case. 
Why, Commander Kenworthy himself reminds us about the trouble 
iu Syria, and that the Zionists throughout the world have important vest 
interests in Palestine. Again, the Zionist Organisation has already invested 
in Palestine over £15,000,000, And so he goes on, bringing solid facts and 
showing the urgent necessity for the Zionists in Palestine to be ina position 
to defend their own by ten thousand men on a militia basis, and also by 
an air force. All these facts prove that it is an rryent, not a peculiar case, 
demanding immediate attention.

Commander Kenworthy’s powerful argument : “ When all is said and done, 
a reliable native force in Palestine, friendly to the British Empire, would 
be a valuable re-insurance of the strategical position, cspecially with 
reference to the Suez Canal and the British communications with 
India. Apart from the justice of what I advocate, enlightened self-interest 
should endorse the wisdom of such a course by the British Government.” 
And this is just where he hits the nailan the head. Friendly to the British 
Government’. > . Where is there, Task, another nation in the world 
on whom the British Empir€@m rely more and trust more than the Jewish 
Nation 

Hakin Ivan, a prominent military and political auihority on the 
situation in Syria, in an article on “Is Palestine in Danger?” in the 
Jewish Trisune, of November 27th, 1925, makes the following tlought- 
compelling remarks: “The interests of Palestine are at stake in the 
struggle between France, the Syrians, and the Druses.

[desire to put forward a suggestion which would be the first step 
towards the achievement of co-ordination o charities, viz: co-ordination in 
private collections for charities, made at various functions. It is well- 
known that our charitable institutions attach great importance to sach 
collections «wing to the considerable income derived therefrom, yet there is 
no order in the distribution of the monies collected. This is as a rule left 
to the discretion of the individual who collects the money, or to whom that 
distribution is entrusted, and depends upon the sympathy of that particular 
person for any of the local mstitutions, and so it will often happen that 
some institutions suffer, by not getting their share of the monies to which 
they are entitled. Moreover the control over such collections is very lax. 
Therefore, I suggest that special committees be appointed, representing all 
the local charitable institutions, for the purpose of fixing the percentage 
which should be apportioned to every institution out of the monies collected 
and to whoa such sums shou'd be entrusted for distribution. Such a 
committee exists at the present moment in Liverpool, and it meets with 
success.—From Ribbi.J. Siuacuter, 14, Great Clowes Street, Hither 
Broughton, Manchester.

As an ex-Talmud Vlorah Teacher I was greatly interested in the letter 
from the Rev. J. K. Golibloom. Iam one of those t-achers who have left 
Talmud Torah teachin: on account of the inadequate and irregular pay. 
The local committees are not able to find the necessary resources, and the 
general opinion of the teachers is that the Trust ough to be responsible for 
the ayment of salaries, while the local committee shou'd maintain the 
buildings and equipment. Ifthe Trust undertook thi responsivility, the 
Principals of the Talmud Torahs, who often act as the secretaries and 
do the main work of obtaining those .unis for which the members of the 
committee are nominally responsibie, would be able tode ote themselves 
heart and soul to th wor: of teaching and sup:rvision.

Slander Action. Damages of £5 cach against three Defendants with 
eosis was given in a case heard in the King’s Bench Division before Mr. 
Justice Swift anda jury. The plaiutiff was Mr. Morris Goldenberg, of 44, 
Kingsland Road, former Chairman of the Mile Eud Supporting Society aud 
Cholim, and the defendants were Meacre. TirLepat M, LN, 
and Brows. In his evidence plaintiff «tated thatthe defendants had made 
various allegations concerning him at the time he was Chairman of the 
Bociety and had abused him 07) every occasion, and he bad found it necessary 
to proceed awainst them. Evidence on hie behalf was given by witnesses 
who stated that Mr. Goldenherg during the year in which he had been 
Chairman of the Society had behayed in an upright way, and the slanders 
eoneerning him were totally false. In his summing up, Mr. Justice Swift 
said that Mr. Goldenberg had brouvht the action for the sole purpose of 
clearing his name, and consejnently, if the slanders were proved, was 
entitled to damages. However «mali the damages that might be awarded, 
they would be a lesson to the inhabitavis of Mile End not to slander those 
whe sought to help their suffering brethren. He added that the evidence 
showed that the Society was doing good work in East London and the 
Honorary Offers must be protected. After retwement the Jury 
awarded damages as stated. 

Brothers in Dispute. Ai a tion for alleged libel was heard last week 
at the Sussex Assizes, before Mr. Justice Avory and a special jury, when 
Mordecai Dudkin and Leah Dudkin, furrvers, of 50, Kings Road, Brighton, 
elaimed damages from Anranam Dupxin, furrier, of 36, Western Road, 
Brighton, brother of the male plaintiff. The defence was a denial that the 
words used bore the meaning attributed to them by plaintiffs, and that 
the words were used on a privileged occasion. . There was a counter claum 
for damaves for alleged slanders utiered in January, 1123, and from April 
to June, 1924. The reply was a denial on the part of the plaintiffs. Sir 
Edward Marshall Hall, K.C., for the plaimtifis, said that all the parties were 
members of the Jewish community, aid came from Russia. The action 
was not one for money. Plaintiffs. wanted defendant to apologise 
for the allegation he had made in the course of a letter to them. Mrs. 
Leah Dudkin said that defendant as her hasbands eider brother, who 
had a furriers anl photographers business in Brighton. 
defendant invited witness and her husband to come to Englaud from 
Russia. They arrived in March, 1012, and defendant put them into a 
photegrapher’s business in North Street. After twelvemounths, and not being 
satistied with their positions, they deeded to return to Russia, but 
defendant proposed different terms, and they agreed to stay. After the 
Armistice, the photographie business fell away, and she suggested taking a 
chop. Defendant said if they did so, he would set up next door, and ruin 
them. They took a shop at 5°, King’s Read, in November 1'22, and 
defendant wrote letters to her, to which she took exception. He suggested 
that they ought not to use the name in connection with their furriers 
business. Witness wanted defendant to pay £1,000 to witness and he.’ 
husband for giving up their name “Dudkin,” for business purposes. 
Defendant said “If you will not give up the name, I shall ruin you, if it 
costs me £10,000." Later they agreed not to trade under their name. They 
took the name “ The Premier Fur Stores.’ Witness later denied that she 
aud her husband traded under the name “ Dudkin” in order to filch away 
the business of defen ant. At the close of the evidence of Mra. Dudkir, 
the Judge suggested that the case was one that might properly be referred 
to arbitration by the Chief Rabbi. After consultation in private, both 
sides agreed that the decision of the Chief Rabbi should be regarded as final, 
and that he should have power to award damayes on either side 1f he thought 
fit. The Judge assented to the arrangement: He pointed out that the 
parties must be sure they were agreed as to the quesfions to be submitted to 
the Chief Rabbi. The question of costs would be reserved for bis 
decision after the Chief Rabbi had made his award. 

Bankruptcy Proceedings Against Diamond Merchant.— Apri 
WeEIN-TELN, a diamond merchant, of Dansmure Road, Stamford Hill, was 
summoned at Bow Street Police Cou: t last week, tor failing to give to the 
Official Receiver in Bankruptey, a satisfactery explanation of the manner 
in which the loss of loose diamonds valued at £11,015 had been incurred, 
and for attempting to account for part of his property by a fictitious loss, 
Mr. A. E. Robinson defended. Mr. Saywell, for the Directo of Public 
Pros utions, said that Weinstein’s liabilities were returned at over 
£10,000, with assets estimated to produce £11,416. The assets 
macluded a claim under a Lleyd’s insurance. policy in respect of the 
alleged loss of diamonds of the value of over £11,000, which Weinstein 


represented disappeared from his pocket while he was travelling by tube to 


the Chancery Lane Safe Deposit. After an investigation the underwriters 
denied liability, but ultimately they settled the claim by the payment of 
£1,000 without admitting lability. The remainder of the assets had 
realized on y £26. The question for the Court to consider was whether 
Weinsteiu’s story of the loss of the diamonds could be believed. In June, 
19235, a twelve months’ policy for £6,150 was taken out by Weinstein at 
Lioyd’s, and later he increased the policy for a further £5.14) 
for three mouths, his explanation being that he wanted to go to 
the Autwerp diamond fair, Between May and August, 1923, he purchased 
over £11,000 worth of diamonds against bills of exe ange from Continental 
firms, and his sales over that period amounted to £2,400 odd. At about this 
time his banking account was overdrawn. Weinstein’s story of the alle ed 
loss of diamonds was that he had taken them from the Chancery Lane Safe 
Deposit to show to several dealers. He afterwards entered the Tube at 
Oxford Circus and then felt the diamonds in his pocket, but by the time he 
got back to the Safe Deposit they had gone. Mr, Robinson, for the 
defendant, said that the underwriters would not have parted with a penuy 
if they had thought the loss of the diamonds was a bogus affair. If they 
had met the claim in full Weinstein would not have been insolvent. The 
hearing was adjourned. 

Pahbiic Schoolboy !’’--When Rurus Isaac AMIEL, 22, a taxi- 
cab driver, of Finsbury Park Road, was. charged at Lambeth Ralice Court 
on Monday with using insulting words: and behaviour, he remarked ; “J 
would not take a liberty with the police.

sight, it was alleged, Ada Solomon, aged 17, was walking aleng Briggate, 


Leeds, with her sister when Roberr K RABRIGHT (28), of Chapel 
Terrace, Headingley, spoke to them and offered to give them a lift home Mm 
hie motor-car. The virl Ada got inte the car, and then the accused, instead 
of stopping at her house, as promised, drove farther on, eventually stopping 
in Chapel Terrace. Headingley. The man then got out of the ear and 
entered a house. According tothe girl’s statement, Kirkbright then tried 
to persuade her to enter the house also, and that when she refused, he 
pushed her inside, and locked and bolted the door, He then eaught bold of 
her, and, when she stroygyled and screamed, placed his hand over her mouth. 
Byentually, it was alleved. be committed the offence complained of. After- 
wards the girl made her escape. She made a complaint at the Headingley 
police-station, aud also reported that she had lost her gloves and a handbag. 
When a police officer \isiled the house he found on a table a pair of gloves 
belonging to the girl, avd her handbag was afterwards found mside the 
moter-ear. Aceused was remanded until Tuesday. 

Hair-Cut, etc., £7 18s. 34.—A complaint by a customer that he had 
heen persuaded by a hairdresser’s assistant to pay £7 14s. +d. for unnecessary 
“ yltra-violet ray treatment” eame before Pablic Control Comunttee 
of the Londen County Conneil last weék. The proposal before the 
Committee was the revocation of the licence granted to Mr. Josip CAPLAN 
to carry onan establishment for massage or special treatment at 31, Charing 
Cross. &.W.1.- It was stated, on behalf of the Council, that Mr. Cecil 
Waldron, who had recently come from Canada, went into Mr. Caplan’s 
establishment to get a haircut. An assistant told him he had a disease of 
the scalp and persuaded him to undergo a course of ulira-violet ray treat- 
ment, for which, with the hair-cut, he paid £7 18s Sd. This included a 
bottle of lotion and a box of ointment. Mr. Caplan and the assistant 
afterwards ealled on Mr. Waldron and told him they understood he had 
complained to the Council, and offered to return his money if he would 
sign a statement saying he was quite satisfied and did not wish his com Taint 
to go any farther. Mr. Waldron declined to sign a statement, and he was 
afterwards refunded his ¢7 1%s. 3d. without any condition, Dr. Johnson, 
ef Brixten Road. said that Mr. Waldron had no disease of the scalp, anda 
chemist said the lotion was chiefly castor oil, water and eau-de-Cologne, 
and eould easily be suld for 5s. . The ointment could also be sold at the same 
price. Mr. Caplan, giving evidence, said the assistant hadenly been in his 
employ six weeks and he was dissatisfied with him because of his habit of 
trying te pash shaving sticks and shampoos ou customers, On December 5, 
the assistant told him that he had taken £7 18s. 3d. from.a gentlemen ior 
haireutting, electrical treatment, preparations for three mouths’ treatment, 
and eau-de-Cologne. The witness was not satisfies and declined to pay 
12s per cent comumission to the assistant watil he had seen Mr, Wal ron. 
He bad no idea that Mr. Waldron had complained to the Counel. On 
seemg Mr. Waldron he was conviveed that he had not been properly dealt 
with, and he refunded the money and dismissed the assistant. The lotion 
was usually sold at 10s. 0d, a bottle. A month's sup ly with ye et-ray 
treatment was a guinea. The ointment was sold at 7s. Hd. He had a turn- 
over, of about £20 a week, but kept no books. The Committee decided to 
revoke the licence, 


East is East. 
To the Editor of Tar Jewisun Curonicir. 

Sin.—Time and time again our withers are wrung by reading in the 
columns of Tur JEwisit Curonic_e accounts of the lack of means to carry 
on our faith in far flung quarters of the world. Without hesitation funds 
are raised and despatche t from our ever charitable Jewish community. 

Within gunshot of the gates. of the London Beth Din, in the centre of 
the largest capital of the world, would it be believed that there are ten 
thousand Jewish families without a synagogue worthy of the name ? 

In ease these words should be brushed aside as random wanderings, let 
me hasten to add that they eame from the lips of Dayan Feldman when 
addressing a gathering at a Chanucah party recently, in Mile End, to the 
pupils of the Mile End and Bow Talmud Torah. - 

Going ito the subject, one can find the Talmud orah itself; a private 
house as schoolrooms and synagogue. There some 160 children are being 
coached in the principles of our taith. Questioning the children, one finds 
after Barniiscak, the only connection with our faith was on Passover, 
carrying a parcel of matzos, or during the High Festivals, another parcel 
(a tailith), to offer prayers to the Most High~-in a dance hall, or a picture 
hall where a day or week previous the antics of this or that film favourite 
had been laughed at; where the coneluding \ei/uh prayers are hurried 
because the proprietor wishes to show his films; where the lurid “ lithes” 
of the following week's production were plastering the walis in which one 
sought to engender a religious feeling in the rising generation. . 

Questiomng the pupils further, one finds that the only places where they 
ean meet their f llow Jews in the district, are the billiard halls—and the 
value this has for culture ts best left to imagination. 

The community, as such, takes nointerest in, or thought of the near East: 
If it had heen the far East, the official community m ght have interested 
itvelf. Hast is East. and West is West, said Kipling. How true, alas, how 
bitterly true are the words ! 

Twelve years ago, to the writer's personal knowledge, the United 
Synagogue was approached on this matter, but it has all faded away to 
nothing. Last year, a committee of sternly energetic lovers of our -faith 
determined to take up the fight. Having its genesis in the Talmud Torah, 
it gathered unto itself earnest workers, and the opportunity of securing 
a vacant site having arisen, it boldly took the offered chance. The site is 2 
large one, with a capacity for a synagogue and classrooms as ample as any in 
London. This committee has obtained some four hundred members in the 
district, each paying their weekly mite to attain their ideal.. Imbued solely 
with the purpose of building a House of Worship, a house of tuition 
anda gathering-place where the leaders of Jewish thought can inculeate 
their doetrines ; where the Jewish youth can meet with their fellows, and, 
by inte:course, obtain knowledge of each other-to be obtained by no other 
means. Sufficient money to pay the deposit on the site has been raised, 
and plans have been prepared and are about to receive official approval. 

This committee is doing Trojan work. and one will watch with interest 
the fructification of their project which must doso much for the advancement - 
and propagation of the Faith we hold so dear. |

HOLIDAY ATTRACTIONS. 

The metropolis can boast of only two pantomimes proper this year— 
at the Palladium and the Lyceum. In the former anu attempt has been 
made—something of a novelty these days—to cater especially, for the 
children. Patter appealing only to “ grown-ups" has been excluded, the 
lure of the dowhle entente has been resisted, and the simple stor) of 

“CINDERELLA” 

has been rigidly adhered to. Of, course there are interpolations in the shape 
of jazz, Ukulele ladies, and so forth; but they do not detract from the 
perennial charm of “Cinders” and her Prince Charming. There is ar 
abundance_of spectacle, some excellent dancing, and an adequate seasoning 
of humour. What more can one want’ Certainly the duration of the 
pantomime —four hours—is a little too much even for the gargantuan 
appetites of the youngsters ; but that has doubtless been remedied by now. 
The principals, all of whom make the utmost of their opportunities, are 
Lennie Deane, an attractive Cinderella, Clarice Mayre as Prince Charming, 
Charles Austin, a broadly humorous Buttons, George Mozart as the Baron, 
and Naughton and Gold, uproariously funny as the broker's men. 

Of the real old-fashioned type is the Lyceum pantomime, 

“DICK WHITTINGTON.” 

Although perhaps less obviously intended for children than the Palladium 
show, 1is humour is of the universal type that appeals to young and old 
excepting only the “bigh-brows” in either category. George Jackley-—a 
stentorian comedian, whose style is of the broadest—would not attract the 
squeamish, but he © brings the house down ” at the Lyceum, and the others 

Dick Henderson, the Hengler Brothers, and Albert Letine—althougl: 
all in the old red-nosed” tradition, provide plenty of honest fun uncom- 
plicated by : ny subtleties. Helen Gilliland makes a charming Dick, and 
one of her songs, “ Tumbledown Dreams,” is likely to make a hit.. There 
is plenty of gorgeous scenery, and the ballets and individual dancing are 
both excellent. Finally, a vote of thanks is due to the Brothers Melville 
for resuscitating our dear old friend the Harlequinade. 

What might almost be described as “a pantomime for grown-ups,” is 

“ANDROCLES AND THE. LION,” 

which. the Macdona Players are showing at the Regent. Certainly 
the play contains much of Mr. Shaw's individual philosophy and 
a certain amount of rather biting satire, but on the face of it it is a 
typically pantomimic frolic, complete with comic lon and a good 
deal of buffoonery. The play is not Shaw at his best ; indeed I have never 
thought the work itself to be a patch on the marvellous preface to it. 
However, that the Macdona Players could hardly present. A sound 
performance is given, S. Esmé Percy making a comic yet rather pathetic 
figure of Androcles, and Francis L. Sullivan giving a thoroughly virile 
rendering of Ferrovius. One must not omit to mention, too, the Lion of 
Edward Sillward. Valerie Taylor is not entirely satisfactory as Lavinia: 
she seemed to me to miss the point of some of her lines. * Androcles’’ is 
preceded by “ The Shewing-Up of Blanco Posnet,’ a tract in the form of 
melodrama, which even to-day has not quite lost its power of shocking the 
devout. It is a work of power and beauty, and a real contribution to 
modern 1¢ligious thought. SS. Esmé Percy plays the chief role (i) a make- 
up strangely recalling Sir John Martin Harvey) soundly, but with a certain 
degree of over mane wren Valerie Taylor gives an excellent performance 
as Feemy Evans. I shonld like to add that [ had what in these days is the 
very rare pleasure of hearing every word that was spoken by every actor. 


At the Queen's Theatre, for matinées only, Seymour Hicks has revived 
the popular farce, 


“BROADWAY JONES,” 

in addition to“ The Man in Dress Clothes,” which fil's the evening bill. 
For the play itself there is not much tg be said ; it is rather a feeble little 
piece which would never have sievivedalthout Mr. Hicks to keep it alive, 
But when he is on the stage, one forgets about everything else. His 
inexhaustible energy. his bonhomie, above all, the remarkable charm with 
which he manages to invest even such a poor sort of character as Jones (if 
one takes him seriously) reaily is, are unequalled by any actor on the stage 
td-day ; and there can be very few plays so bad that Mr. Hicks would 
not manage te make something of them. “ Broadway Jones” is not by any 
means so bad as that ; indeed, though slight, it is quite an amusing farce. 
The remainder of the cast become rather shadowy next to the principal 
character, but good assistance is rendered by Betty Seymour Hicks, Olwen 
Roose, and Philip Desborough. ‘To the first matinée, last week, no fewer 
than 450 children—including a contingent from the Jews’. Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum—were invited; and they signified their delight in no half- 
hearted fashion. 

Another welcome revival, seen at the Lyric, is 

“LILAC TIME,” 

based on the life of Schubert, and having woven into it many of the great 
composers most enchanting melodies;—in some cases brought up-to-date 
to suit modern requirements. Frederick Blamey succeeds Courtice Pounds 
in the title réle, and gives a splendid rendering, although tt ts no deprecia- 
tion of Mr. Biamey to say that he does not obliterate the memory of his 
predecessor. A thoroughly satisfactory cast includes Eric Morgan, Rose 
Hignell, Marjorie Dixon, Vera Robson, and Edmund Gwenn, a survivor 
from the original production, who gives a performance of richly unctaou 
humour. There will be no call for surprise if the run of this revjval equals 
that achieved by the play when it was first put on. 

“Who killed Cock Robin ?” is the theme of mauy plays, especially at 
this time of the year.

housekeeper, 2ud a wel's isiained atmosphere of eeriness, Certainly the 
play will not stand detailed analysis ; but who wants to analyse a “thril'er ? 
Personally I thought it a mistake in the last act to introduce the masked 
marauder in full light, and it seemed to me that he appeared even a little 
comic. But obviously someone found his. entrance thrilling enough, for on 
the night I visited the “Q” the pistol shot that laid him low synchronised 
with the thump of a terrified member of the audience falling off his seat! 
There could be no better testimony to the efficacy of a “ thriller’ than that!

MUSIC. 

At this period of (he concert season it Is very iieresting to look back 
over what has gone and observe the tendeuey of mus cal appree ation for 
the season. One outstanding feature, especially in these days of revolt 
against formalism in ait. is the great popularity of Bach. His music has not 
‘ pias ed at Spice al coneerts devoted tu that Purpose, Print by young 
artists and virtues? iu thetr programmes; ant at all these his appeal has been 
universal, The Tucsdav night concerts at the Promenades showed that 
Haydn and Mozart are just as attractive as ever the » were, in fact, through 
out the recent coneeris the classical composers have won the most approval. 
There are two great exceptions to this, namely, Be thoven sud’ Wagner, 
whe stand aloof in the way that exceptional geuins docs. We can say we like 
w dislike the “Choral Symphony” or “ Parsifal,” but either destroys the 
purely rational erttical faculty by virtue of some indefinable powcr that lies 
hiddes: tm then. 

Of the other romanticists whos2 works have been piayed. most have 
shown a tendency to date. Strangely enough this is very neticcable in the 
case of Brahms, as we have mentioned before in these columns. There ts 
also a certain remoteness, a complication, which renders them very difficult 
to appreciate until oue has heard the composition smany times. Extra- 
ordinary though it may sound, it seems as though the appeal of Brahms is 
really much more intellectual than that of Bach, and one feels that Uberein hes 
ihe reasou for the revived popular*ty of the latter's work. There is a direct 
appeal about Bach, asimple appeal which. for all the mathematical complica- 
tion of his form. goesstraight to the heart. After all, music ts, as all arts are, 
a form of self-expression, and we bumans canuet express our innermost 
selves entirely intelleetaally : we are creatures of emotion first and foremost. 

it has repeatedly been said of Bach that his music is essentially intel- 
lectual, but this is not really true. There is a subtle emotional appeal in 
every uote, beseath all bis contrapuntal brilliancy, an emotional appeal of 
whieh Bach himself was probably not conscious ; the appoal of the true 
artist expressing himself in spite of himself. 

Wherever one finds the combination of a great inspiration witha strong 
intellectual discipline there one tinds alsoa great artist, particularly in music. 
tis unfortunate that many modernists imagine that it ix possible to dispense 
with the discipline of form, and still write music. 

Whereas modern eomposers tend to err in this way, many modern 
virtuosi take a directly opposite view and make their interpretations bare 
and cold. Mr. Cortot, who is probably the leader of this school, has. in 
spite of this coldness, an earnest understanding of all he plays which 
compensates for lis lack of that emotional.sm which niuany audiences 
require. But too many of his disciples render their playing colourless by 
trying superficially to follow their master. It is. of course, a strong reaction 
from the “showy” type of playing that was in vogue some years ago, but as 
usual the criticism applies more to the smaller artists, for the greater artists 
achieve the miracle of self-2xpression, and thus creite an adequate reflection 
of their own attitude of mind among their audiences.

BEASTS OF THE FIELD. 
It certainly sounds rather horrid to have to say a thing like that, bat 


then the main difference between human beings and the beasts of the 
field is the power of thought and of transferring thought into speech. 
Unless we really make use of the faculty that distinguishes us from the 
beasts of the field we are hardly better than they. We were meant to 
think beautiful and noble thoughts, and some of us never think at all.

A famous painter was once asked what he mixed his colours with. 

Yet there are many»people who 
could not avail themselves of the formula for mixing colours or doing 
anything else, for they seem to have no brains. Or if t ey have, they 
don’t use them. They cannot take part in any intelligent discussion, they 
never read books, they are ignorant of questions of the day. The history 
and literature of their own people is a closed book to them. One ca:inot 
hut feel sorry for such creatures, who thus shut out from their lives so 
youch that is beautiful and interesting. They are like people walking up 
to prison gates and saying “ Please lock me up.” Freedom is a pr vilege 
they do not know how to use. The world with its glories m ans nothing 
to them. Whence they came, what they are, whither they are going— 
these are — they do not stay to put, much less to answer. Beasts 
of the field! It is a hard phrase. 


FULLNESS OF LIVING. 


They are not really alive, For the one who is really alive wants to 
live fully. He wants to gather into the bosom of his experience all that 
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hfe has to offer. And life has to off +r so much that—in the words of a 
mo iern Jewish thinker—" we should fain ask our Gol to mete out the

There »re very few London Syyagogues that boast of a 
lady beadle, who kindly shows you the place in the prayer book and. tells 
you where you may it. Ifa lady b adle would kindiy nod a Shabbes 
welvome to & newcomer, I am sure this little act of fricudliness would 
do much to alleviate that feelinig of loneliness. I am looking forward, 
Auntie, to your closing article on the subject.”
